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This report shows the growth, use, and financial expenditures of the 
University Libraries for the fiscal year 1974-75. 


I. Statistical Comparisons, 1974-75 with 1973-74.

Faculty and Staff--One less part-time faculty member was employed 
reducing the total to 23. In terms of positions the reduction was 

from 22 to 21%. (See pages 15 and 14 for the Library Faculty Directory). 
Civil Service positions decreased from 34% to 33% with the loss coming 
from the Acquisiticns Department. The total number of different 

student employees increased from 237 to 341 or 18 per cent and the 

total hours worked increased from 50,035 to 57,264 or 14 per cent. 

The figures include Coiles2 Work Study Program students and funds 

(see page 7 for details). 


Expenditures--Salaries and wages increased from $546,850.29 to 
$614,425.14 or 12 per cent. Expenditures for books and periodical 
back issues totaled $325,120.02 compared to $289,019.84, an increase 
of $37,109.18 or 12 per cent. The amount paid for subscriptions 
decreased from $113,512.60 to $100,000 or 12 per cent. Expenditures 
for binding decreased fren $14,800 to $13,479 or 9 per cent. Total 
contractual services decreased from $139,980.45 to $128,676.59 or 

8 per cent. Commodity expenditures declined from $19,512.77 to 
$15,932.63 or 18 per cent. The amount spent for equipment increased 
from $7,605.95 to $11,278.25 or 4& per cent. Total library operating 
expenditures were $1,099,913.18 compared to $1,004,768.92, an increase 
of $95,144.26 or 9 per cent. 


Growth of the Collection--Volumes added, after deducting withdrawals 
of 4,018, totaled 35,392 compared to 33,565, an increase of 1,737 or 
5 per cent. This is the largest :-::2cr of volumes edded in any single 
year in the entire history of the library. The number of microforms 
increased from 174,648 to 198,663 a total of 24,015 items, or 13 per cent; 
pamphlets and clippings from 94,550 to 103,115, or 5 per cent. Periodicals 
currently received decreased from 5,533 to 5,527, a difference of 6 or 
Ol per cent. Due to price increases and limited budget no new titles 
could be added to the Fericdicals Department. This is very unfortunate 
because many requests for new subscriptions were received. 

Although the Archives and Special Collections have been in 
existence as a department in the library for three years, this is the 
first time that che holdings have heen listed separately in this report. 
The Archives now contains 287 cataloged volumes of university and 
faculty publications, 1,523 photcgraphs, and 268 linear feet of inactive 
official records. Special Collections has 201 cataloged volumes 
(including 121 in the Center for Regional Authors), and 1,176 pamphlets 
and clippings. A considerable amount of additional material is on 
hand and awaiting processing.

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Overall, the Library collections now include 450,494 volumes, 
198,663 microforms, 103,115 pamphlets and clippings, 1,523 photographs, 
and 268 linear feet of inactive official records of the university. 

In terms of bibliographic items (books, bound periodicals, pamphlets, 
and microforms), the total is now 752,272 compared to 682,986 a year 
ago, an increase of 69,286 or 10 per cent. 


D. Use of the Collections--Three categories of statistics showing use 
are collected regularly: (1) attendance, (2) circulation, and (3) 
patron's questions answered (summaries appear on page 12). Compar- 
isons cannot be made with totals for 1973-74 because of the inclusion 
of statistics for Archives and Special Collections for the first time, 
but they can be made for those departments which reported both years. 
In terms of attendance, the following departments showed increases: 
Circulation (26 per cent); Documents (11 per cent); Reference (8 per 
cent); Reserve (1 per cent); and the Physical Sciences Reading Room 
(8 per cent). Periodicals, on the other hand, showed a decrease of 
2 per cent. In terms of circulation of volumes (both in and out of 
the building), the following departments reported increases as 
follows: Circulation (2 per cent); Documents (10 per cent); and 
Reserve (3 per cent). Decreases occurred in Periodicals (10 per cent) 
and in Reference (10 per cent). Reference questions answered increased 
in the Documents and Legal Reference Department 13 per cent; Periodicals 
Department, 12 per cent; and in the Reference Department, 46 per cent. 
These are the only departments that collect such statistics. 


II. Growth and State of the Collection 


Despite the fact that the book collection has surpassed the 
450,000 volume mark and more titles were added in 1973-74 than in 
any previous year, serious inadequacies remain. One measure of this 
deficiency is to compare the present book collection to the various 
standards applicable to college and university book collections.

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By examining the above tables and comparing the figures with 
those shown in last year's report, it will be seen that there has 
been noticeable improvement in the book collection. Lt should be 
kept in mind, however, tha standards for measuring library book 
collections relate student and faculty populations to the number of 
books available. Our improved status, vis-a-vis the various standards, 
is due more to the limited or almost zero growth of enrollment and 
the number of faculty than it is to any large increase of the book 
collection, although the latter has been considerable in recent years. 
But for a university having a faculty of over 700, a student body in 
excess of 14,000, and offering more than 50 undergraduate majors 
and over 40 masters' programs, a book collection of only 450,000 
volumes and a total of 752,272 bibliographic items is clearly 
inadequate whether supported by standard measures or not. 


Another fact that suggests that the book collection is inadequate 
is the large increase in ¢'ie number of titles borrowed from other 
libraries during the past two years. Prior to 1973-74, the number of 
interlibrary loans had decreased annually and it was assumed that this 
was due, at least in part, to the improvement of our own collections. 
But during 1973-74 there was an increase of 27 per cent in interlibrary 
borrowing over the previous year and during 1974-75, an increase of 
37 per cent over 1973-74. Mcst of these loans were for graduate 
students and faculty, the persons most involved in advanced study 
and research, and thus it can be assumed that our book collection has 
neither the depth nor breadth to support such activity on a wide 
scale, 


The fact that the measures applied, i.e., the standards and need 
to borrow heavily from other libraries, reveal inadequacies in our 
book collection is. and should be a matter of serious concern not 
only to the library faculty and administration but to the entire 
university faculty and administration as well. A university, by 
its very nature, should have a good library and the heart of the 
library is its book collection. Deficiencies here seriously limit 
the instructional and research programs, the excellence of which is 
its main purpose of the university. 


The deficiencies of the library collections have been noted for 
many years and supplements to the budgets have been requested annually. 
Federal aid under the Higher Education Act has aeclped some but has 
now shrunk to the point that it is almost insignificant and probably 
little improvement can be expected. The joint effort of the BOG 
University Library Directors and Dr. Pringle of the BOG staff to 
get the IBHE to approve extra funding over a ten year period for 
books and processing was denied last year and probably will be again 
this year. This request and the schedule for funding were very 
sound ones and would raise our book collection up to the Washington 
State standards. Unless some such supplemental funding is approved, 
no rapid improvement in the collections can be anticipated in the 
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near future. Funding at the institutional level has varied from 

4-5 per cent of the total general and educational expenditures for 
many years. An increase to 6-7 per cent would be in order and very 
desirable but difficult to achieve in view of other pressing demands. 


It is regrettable that spiraling costs of subscriptions which 
have ranged from 10-20 per cent a year have precluded any expansion 
of the periodical list. The library now receives over 5,000 titles 
but from 1,000-2,000 additional ones are needed and any delay in 
starting them will insure higher costs when they are purchased later. 
Due, however, to the rising costs cf maintaining the present list, 
it is probable that several hundred titles will have to be dropped 
this year. 


III. Building Planning and Physical Rearrangements 


The planning funds for the new library building which were 
appropriated by the General Assembly and approved by the Governor 
in 1973 were released to the Capitai Development Board in October 
of 1974. Since the program ror the new building had been ready 
since 1970 the next step was to appoint an architectural firm which 
could start designing the new library. In 1972, after much study, 
many visits to other libraries, numerous interviews and meetings, 
the university had recommended that Hellmuth, Obata, and Kassabaum 
of Belleville and St. Louis be given this contract. This firm has 
designed more than twenty university libraries and has the capability 
of handling large assignments such as this. The Capital Development 
Board, however, delayed the naming of the architect until March of 1975. 
This delay was costly but once this firm was appointed, the staff moved 
very rapidly through program analysis and review and into design 
development. Now that the appropriation for construction of the 
building has been voted and approved, it appears that the preparation 
of the site will begin in October or November and construction of the 
building in the spring of 1976. Completion is scheduled for December 
of LOLs, 


Space outside the main building for storage of library materials 
was a severe problem all year. When the library was forced to move 
its volumes from the larger to the smaller gymnasium in Simpkins 
Hall in June of 1974, the space was practically filled at that time 
and delays were imposed on moving additional volumes. In August of 
1975 the library was assigned s, .ce in the Brophy annex and this 
space, as well as the smaller gymnasium in Simpkins Hall, will be 
used for storage until the new library building is occupied in 1978.

ANNUAL REPORT 1973-74 


This report shows the growth, use, and financial expenditures of the 
university libraries for the fiscal year 1973-74. 


I. Statistical Comparisons, 1973-74 with 1972-73 


A. Faculty and Staff -- Two faculty positions were lost for lack of 
funds or were converted to Civil Service positions. Thus, there 
were 22 positions occupied by 24 persons. (See pages 1g and 19 
for the Library Faculty directory). Civil Service positions 
increased from 31 1/2 to 34 1/2 with the additional persons assigned 
to the Cataloging and Documents Departments. The total number of 
different student employees decreased from 364 to 287 or 21.15 per 
cent and the total hours worked decreased from 68,089 to 50,036 or 
26.51 per cent. The figures include College Work Study Program 
students and funds (see page 12 for details). 


B. Expenditures -- Salaries and wages increased from $544,856.59 to 
$546,850.29 or .37 per cent. Expenditures for books and periodical 
back issues totaled $289,019.84 compared to $334,998.91, a decline 
of $45,979.07 or 13.7 percent. The cost of subscriptions increased 
from $101,050.83 to $113,512.60, an increase of 12.3 per cent. 
Expenditures for binding increased from $7,494.42 to $14,800, or 
97.48 per cent. Total contractual service expenditures increased 
from $122,790.57 to $139,980.45 or 13.9 per cent. Commodity 
expenditures declined from $20,444.81 to $19,512.77 or 4.55 per cent. 
The amount spent for equipment decreased from $10,191.87 to $7,606.96, 
or 25.36 per cent. Total library operating expenditures totaled 
$1,004,468.92 to’$1,035,582.65 a decrease of $31,113.73 or 3.0%per 
cent: 


C. Growth of the Collection -- Volumes added, after deducting withdrawals 
of 5,142, totaled 33,565 compared to 29,170, an increase of 4,395 or 
15.06 per cent. For the Cataloging Department alone, the increase in 
volumes processed totaled 9,478 or 53.1 per cent. This is partly due 
to the addition of the third IBM/MTST machine, partly to a slight 
increase in clerical assistants, and partly because fewer microforms 
were processed this year. It is remarkable, however, that such an 
upsurge in production would be registered in view of the numerous 
difficulties faced by this department. It is notable also that the 
Cataloging Department reduced its backlog of uncataloged titles from 
19,464 to 10,238 during the year. Likewise, the arrearage of 26,000 
unfiled catalog cards was entirely removed. The total processing 
index for the Cataloging Department was 249,731, compared to 229,633, 
an increase of 20,098 or 8.75 per cent. 


The number of microforms increased from 156,336 to 174,648, a 
total of 18,312 items, or 11.71 per cent; pamphlets from 82,750 to 
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93,480, or 12.96 per cent, and periodicals currently received from 
5,469 to 5,553 or 1.53 per cent. Thus, the collection now includes 
414,858 volumes, 174,648 microforms and 93,480 pamphlets or a 

total of 682,986 bibliographic items. 


D. Use of the Collection -- Three categories of statistics showing use 
are collected regularly: (1) attendance, (2) circulation, and 
(3) patron's questions answered (summaries appear on page 17.) 
Comparisons cannot be made with totals for 1972-73 because, following 
a severing of administrative relationships with the Curriculum 
Laboratory and the Elementary Library and the removal of the High 
School Collection to Macomb High School, statistics on the use of 
these collections are no longer collected by the University Library. 
Comparisons can be made for certain departments within the Central 
Library, however, and they are significant. In terms of attendance, 
a decrease was registered for Circulation (14.84 per cent), Periodicals 
(1.81 per cent), and Reserve (12.86 per cent). On the other hand, 
Reference showed an increase of 8.69 per cent and Documents, 18.83 per 
cent. In terms of circulation (both in and out of building) a decline 
was shown for the Circulation Department (.016 per cent), Periodicals 
(17.39 per cent), and Reserve (20.40 per cent), Reference had an 
increase of 12.21 per cent and Documents 13.92 per cent. Reference 
questions answered decreased in the Reference Department (7.52 per 
cent), Periodicals (9.95 per cent) and Documents (7.03 per cent). 
These are the only departments which record such statistics. 


Growth and State of the Collection 


In exceeding the 400,000 mark, the book collection has passed an 
important milestone. In terms of current needs, however, it is unfortu- 
nate that this point was not reached ten years ago and that by this year 
the 3/4 million mark was not reached. If this had been done, the library 
would have the books and journals needed for the university's present 
enrollment and level of instructional programs. 


The annual request for supplemental funds for the library's book 
budget is based upon deficiencies shown by comparing the collection with 
certain published quantitative standards for university book collections. 
It is appropriate to include the statistics here (calculations are based 
on a book collection of 414,858 as of June 30, 1974 and an estimated FTE 
enrollment of 13,772 for Fall, 1974:

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Despite the rapid growth of the book collection during the past 
eight years (from 150,399 to 414,858 volumes), it is apparent that 
serious deficiencies in the book collection still exist. The same 
applies to all libraries of the Board of Governor's institutions. This 
fact was recognized by the BOG staff during 1973-74, and in January 
Dr. Pringle met with the Library Directors of the five institutions and 
instructed them to determine the total deficiency for the five libraries 
and the cost of correction. The Library Directors decided that the 
Washington State standards would be most appropriate for application to 
these institutions. It was found that the deficiency in books for the 
five institutions was 712,038 volumes. In terms of current prices, the 
cost would be $8,686,864 to purchase the volumes and $3,289,615 to process 
them and make them self-ready. Thus, a total of $11,976,479 is needed to 
overcome the deficiencies of the five BOG university libraries. It was 
considered unrealistic to expect either to receive any such supplemental 
appropriation in one year or that it could be wisely spent and the volumes 
processed in that period of time. Therefore, the Directors offered two 
options, one requesting an amount of $2,994,120 for four years each and 
the other asking for $1,197,648 annually for ten years. The BOG staff and 
the Board itself accepted the Directors' report and elected the second 
option, with funding to start in FY 75-76. Since Western is by far the 
largest of the BOG universities, its deficiency was also largest. Thus, 
if the appropriations are forthcoming, the book budget (including processing 
costs) should be supplemented by $344,154 for each of the next ten years, 
effective in FY 75-76. This would have very salutary effects on the library 
and would be a boon to our operations. 


Each year the Bibliographer and her staff check a large number of basic 
lists and bibliographies against our holdings, as a check on the quality of 
the collection, both in terms of recent and retrospective titles. A 
sampling of the lists checked are as follows:

III. Building Planning and Physical Rearrangements 


As mentioned in last year's report, Governor Walker cancelled the 
planning funds for the new library on June 5, 1973. Funds for both 
planning and construction were requested for FY 74-75 and were appropriated 
by the General Assembly, but only the planning funds survived the Governor's 
veto. Release of the funds is hoped for by mid-Fall and, if done, an 
architectural firm can be employed and detailed design and working drawings 
prepared. 


Despite the fact that detailed planning of the new building could not 
proceed, the Library Planning Committee remained active. The program was 
revised to reflect the increased enrollment projection and its implications 
for space for readers and staff. Following the presentation of a report by 
the Archivist on the special facilities and appointments needed for the 
Archives and Special Collections Departments, it was questioned whether the 
Archives should be housed in the new building. Since space for the 
traditional collections and services will be so short at the time of 
occupancy, it may be necessary and desirable to house the Archives else- 
where. This matter will be reconsidered in the early Fall. Concern was 
also expressed that the program does not allot space for a conference or 
seminar room for group meetings other than one for the Library staff. This, 
too, will be reconsidered but it may involve only a question of design 
because it has always been assumed that on at least several floors where 
library services are provided, areas will be available where classes or 
other groups working with library materials can be accomodated. 
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For about five years, it has been necessary for the Library to store 
volumes in one or more other buildings and fetch them as needed. In 
June, 1973 the Library was assigned the newer gymnasium in Simpkins Hall 
as a storage area and it was hoped that all volumes could be concentrated 
there until the new Library was available in 1977. Such an assumption 
probably was unrealistic because half of the gymnasium was filled by June, 
1974. In the meantime, however, a group of students, interested in 
having another recreation area on the south part of the campus, started 
agitating for the return of the gymnasium to the status of a recreation 
area. Despite our strong objections, this request was acceded to, and, in 
June, 1974 the newer of the two gymnasiums was vacated and the volumes 
moved to the older one. This has a much smaller area and is now totally 
filled. Thus, in the course of one year, all volumes in storage 
(totalling about 40,000 volumes) had to be moved twice. Not only has a 
great deal of physical labor been wasted but the library is left with no 
unoccupied storage space. An additional area must be made available soon. 


Administrative Changes 


A. The Curriculum Laboratory -- The Curriculum Laboratory was created as 
a department of the Library in 1963 in response to a recommendation 
contained in an NCATE evaluation report. It was clear, in fact, that 
NCATE standards dictate that all teacher training institutions which 
are accredited should maintain a collection of curriculum materials. 
When the School of Education started planning for their new building 
following approval of the ten-year capital development program in 1968, 
a committee assigned to study the question recommended that the 
Curriculum Laboratory be housed in it. Later, however, it became clear 
that the new School of Education building would not be erected on 
schedule, if at all, and more and more of the School's operations were 
moved into Horrabin Hall. 


With the creation and rapid growth of the Special Education 
Department, many non-book materials in the form of boxed kits, games, 
and toys designed for special education classes were added to the 
Curriculum Laboratory collection. Since these materials are bulky and 
space consuming, the one room assigned to the Curriculum Laboratory in 
the Central library was soon largely filled with materials and space 
was inadequate for patrons using the collections. A search was made 
for a room in another building which would provide for an expansion of 
50-100 per cent but no such space was found. At about the same time 
the Chairman of the Special Education Department started agitating for 
removal of the Curriculum Laboratory to Horrabin Hall where it would 
be more accessible to the department's classes. The Director and the 
Curriculum Laboratory Librarian were amenable to this move if the 
additional space needed was provided. The room occupied in the central 
library totaled 2,200 square feet but all that was offered was 2,000 
square feet in Horrabin Hall. For this reason the move was resisted. 
The Provost ruled that the move must be made any way, but with the 
understanding that another classroom was to be assigned and ccnverted 
to Curriculum Laboratory space the following year. Thus, the 
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collection, furniture, and equipment were removed to Horrabin Hall in 
September, 1971 and situated in very inadequate quarters. The collection 
continued to grow rapidly and even though another room was assigned in 
the summer of 1972, the department never had sufficient space to function 
in a proper manner. 


When it was clar that the Laboratory High School was to be closed 
in the Spring of 1973, a request was made that two additional classrooms 
be converted for use by the Curriculum Laboratory. This was agreed to in 
April by the Dean of the School of Education but later withdrawn when 
pressures for other use of these clascrooms developed. This caused the 
Director and the Library Physical Rearrangements Committee to start 
searching for another buildir« in which to locate the Curriculum Laboratory 
in order that it could expand and offer adequate service. In the meantime, 
the Dean of the School of Education recommended to the Provost that 
administrative control of the Curriculum Laboratory be transferred from 
the Director of Libraries to the School cf Education in order that the 
facility could be kept there even though the svace was inadequate. The 
Provost referred the matter to the Director wno, along with the Curriculum 
Laboratory Librarian, prepared a thorough anaiysis in the form of a back- 
ground paper on Curriculum Laboratories with special attention given to 
the local situation. This study showed that in most institutions 
Curriculum Laboratories are organized as library units and administered by 
the central library, although not always located in the library building. 
It also showed that Curriculum Laboratories had declined in importance in 
universities such as this since fewer of the students enrolled pursue 
teacher training programs. It was also revealed, that the present so called 
curriculum laboratory on this campus was really not one any longer; that due 
to the heavy influx of non~book materials it was now more a teaching aids 
laboratory. The latter point brought into question whether or not the 
library was the proper agency to administer and fund such a service. The 
cost of maintaining the collection, especially the non-book materials, had 
become a heavy drain on the library budget. it was also apparent that the 
library could neither assign or control the assignment of space needed for 
the collection, either at present or in the future. Thus, there were 
convincing arguments favoring a separation or the Curriculum Laboratory 
from the library and this was done effective August 17, 1973. (See Agreement 
and Procedures for Transfer of the Curriculum Labor eee from the University 
Library to the School of Education (revised sd June 22, 1573) for details). 


Limited budget support by ‘the library was continued for one year and up to 
20 per cent of the School of Education's allotment of money for books may 
continue to be spent on schooi textbooks and courses of study, but effective 
in July, 1974 ali other support for the Curriculum Laboratory will be 
provided by the School of Education. This change will save the University 
Library about $30,090 anauaily, and these furds will now be assigned to 
projects in the central library which have « higher priority, particularly 
the improvement of the book collection. 
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B. The Elementary School Library - For many years the High School and 
Elementary School Libraries in the Laboratory School had been treated 


as branches of the University Library. The staff was selected jointly 
by the Principal of the Laboratory School and the Director of Libraries 
and funds were supplied by both units. All money for books and 
periodicals was furnished by the central library however, and such items 
were carried on its inventory. In 1967 a written policy controlling 
this relationship was formulated but it proved entirely ineffective, 
being frequently violated by the other side and actually repudiated by 
the Dean of Education on January 30, 1973. As was mentioned in last 
years report, when the Laboratory School was closed in June, 1973, the 
High School Library was declared surplus and the Director was instructed 
to remove it from Horrabin Hall because the space was to be assigned to 
other services. The book collection totaled around 11,000 volumes, the 
bulk of which was placed on loan to Macomb High School. The Elementary 
Library collection was left in place because the grades served (K-6) 
were to continue to meet in the building under a contract with Public 
School District 185. Under a new policy to be consummated soon, the 
University Library will have only limited responsibility or control 
over this facility. It will provide funds for books, periodicals, and 
binding and its policy on book selection, statistics collection, and 
inventory must be observed, but all personnel selection and supervision 
and service policies become the responsibilities of the School of 
Education. Thus, at present the book collections in Horrabin Hall have 
only a peripheral relationship to the central library. 


Security Problems 


Security problems have been commented on in earlier issues of this 
report. Such problems reappeared this year in a new and somewhat different 
form. In addition to the loss of a certain number of books from the stacks, 
considerable mutilation of periodicals, and the loss of copier income money 
from desks, etc., all of which had gone tor years, this year the library 
had desks vandalized and personal effects and important records taken. 
Uncataloged books, some of which had arrived only a day or two earlier, and 
before they were checked in and paid for, were stolen. In one case what 
appeared to be an organized theft ring of students which had a considerable 
hoard of library books in their residences was identified but unfortunately 
only one arrest was made. This case is still pending in the local court. 
Efforts to control these activities were largely ineffective. Seldom was 
evidence available which would support an arrest and prosecution. These 
remarks are not intended to be critical of the Office of Safety and 
Security personnel. They patiently investigated all of the major cases of 
theft or break-in and probably did all that was possible to apprehend the 
offenders. But the library is a difficult building to secure and especially 
so in terms of locking off the various departments. Neither the Cataloging 
or Acquisitions Departments, where the unprocessed books and much valuable 
equipment is housed, can be locked off. Direct access to both is available 
via the service entrance where numerous non-library personnel, even non- 
university personnel, enter the building at all hours. Thus, at present, it 
appears impossible to achieve a high level of security for the library and 


its contents. The increased incidences of theft, vandalism, and other criminal 


acts not only in this building but on the campus generally suggests the 
presence of a considerable number of persons with criminal tendencies. It is 
felt that this problem is not fully appreciated.

The collection now totals 380,056 volumes of books and 
156,336 microforms, an increase of 7.67 and 19.23 per cent 
respectively over last year. Periodicals currently received 
total 5,547, an increase of 386 or 6.96 per cent. (See pages 
11 and 12 where statistics for other categories of printed 
materials held are shown. 


D. Use of the Collections -- Three categories of statistics 
showing use are collected regularly: (1) attendance, (2) 
circulation, and (3) patrons’ questions answered (summaries 
appear on pages 14 and 15). Total attendance declined from 
541,031 to 512,589 or 5.25 per cent. The decrease was uneven 
between departments. For Reference it was 17.9 per cent, for 
Circulation 21 per cent, for Reserve 1.5 per cent, and the 
Elementary Library 4.7 per cent. The Curriculum Laboratory, 
the Documents and Legal Reference Department, and the High 
School Library had increases of 25.9 per cent, 8.47 per cent, 
and 54.1 per cent respectively. Probably the best 
explanation of the decline in attendance is that the library 
has so few attractive or desirable reading areas any longer. 
The Reference Department, which contains the card catalog is 
congested and noisy a good part of the time, the Circulation 
Department has very few seats now, and the Periodical Depart- 
ment has an inadequate number. Overall, seating is available 
for only about 5 per cent of the student body. 

Total circulation declined from 787,311 to 735,709 or 
6.55 per cent. This decrease is probably due to some of the 
same factors mentioned in last year's report -- increased use 
of microforms and a considerable number of off-campus classes 
-- and, in addition, the fact that most books and journals on 
Physics and Chemistry are now housed in Currens Hall. Use 
figures for this collection are not included in this report. 

The number of questions answered increased from 42,947 
to 54,273, or 20.86 per cent. The number of books, micro- 
films, and photocopies borrowed or purchased from other 
libraries decreased from 1,890 to 1,344 or 28.88 per cent. 


Growth and State of the Collection 


In addition to the 33,662 books and bound volumes of period- 
icals added this year, several large microforms collections were 
purchased and have been or are being processed, as follows: 


(1) The Microbook Library of English Literature. Only part I 


of three has been issued to date. This part of the collection 
covers the period from Beowulf to the Restoration and contains 

all major and minor works of poetry, drama, and prose along with 
the scholarly criticism. Most works are represented in both the 
first and standard editions. Part II of this collection extending 
through the Romantic Revival is expected soon and Part III, which 
extends the collection to the close of the 19th century,will appear 
in a year or so, When completed this collection will expand 
tremendously our resources in English literature. Book catalogs 

as well as catalog cards are supplied with this collection. 
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(2} The London Times, 1789-1972, with indiees. 


(3) Herstory, A Guide to Todays Women. This is a selective yet 


reasonably comprehensive collection of periodical articles on 
women taken from over 300 sources. 


(4) Slavery Source Materials. Consists of 441 book and pamphlet 
titles written before the Civil War by and about the Negro and 
about slavery and anti-slavery. 


(5) State Constitutional Conventions, From Independence to the 
Completion of the Present Union, 1776-1959. Series I: The 

Thirteen Original States. Brings together the complete record of 
all known published documents relating to the formation and 
revision of state constitutions to 1959. Series II and III covering 
the other states are forthcoming. 


Many other microform collections suitable for a university 
library are now available and purchases will be made on a selective 
basis in the years ahead as funds permit. Although microform is 
not regarded as an entirely satisfactory substitute for books,it is, 
in many instances, the only form available. The related problems 
of cost, quality, maintenance of, and space for, reading devices 
are severe and will remain as limiting factors, along with the 
greater difficulty of use when compared with books. 


As for the quality of the book collection, a number of 
measures were applied during the year by the Bibliographer and her 
staff by checking the titles held in certain widely accepted lists. 
It was found that the library now has or has on order 78 per cent 
of the titles listed in Books for College Libraries, an increase of 
8 per cent over the past year; 86 per cent of the titles in The 
American Behavioral Scientist, 1972; 98.7 per cent of "Outstanding 
Academic Books for 1972" (Choice, May 1973); 94.8 per cent of 


Mayhew, The Literature of Higher Education, 1972; and 100 per cent 


of Outstanding Education Books of 1971, (School and Society, Summer 
1972). While the library rated rather well on the above liste, 


conspicuous weaknesses were revealed in certain subjects. On 
foreign education literature, as listed in Intellect for December, 
1972, the library holds or has on order only 43.1 per cent of the 
titles. A list on the same subject, appeared in School and Society 
for Summer, 1972. The library has only 68 per cent of the titles. 
Likewise, the checking of Harmon, Political Science Literature, 2nd 
Supplement, 1972, showed holdings of only 59.1 per cent. 


In terms of appropriate standards, the book collection rates

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A major change in book selection procedures was introduced at 
the beginning of the year. The Library Book Selection Committee 
had discussed the merits of entering into an "on approval" or 
prior notification plan with a jobber for the supply of current 
books and reprints for several years. It was decided to refrain 
from doing so in the belief the book budget was too low to partici- 
pate in such a plan. The subject was reconsidered early in 1972 
and it was decided to participate in the plan offered by the Midwest 
Library Service of St. Louis effective in July, 1972. Under this 
plan, a profile of subject categories for this library was 
constructed and, on the basis of it, the jobber sends proof slips of 
Library of Congress Catalog cards for titles currently available. 
These slips are checked for ordering by the departmental library 
representatives as well as by the library bibliographers. Proof 
slips returned to the jobber constitute an order, Of the thirty 
teaching departments, nine did not participate in the plan for a 
variety of reasons. However, a total of 5,718 titles or about 25 
per cent of all titles purchased were selected in this manner. 
Participation in this plan has simplified both selection and ordering 
procedures and has given an important assist to the departmental 
library representatives in their selection work. This procedure will 
be continued in 1973-74. 


A new collection, entitled The Center for Regional Authors, was 
authorized effective July 1, 1973 and will be a part of the Archives 


and Special Collections Department. This is a joint venture with 
the English Department. The collection will include books, manu- 
scripts, autographs, personal letters and papers, periodical articles 
and other items relating to regional authors, i.e., persons born in 
or very near the "military tract" of Illinois. Initially, emphasis 
will be placed on the works of Samuel Clemens, Edgar Lee Masters, 
Vachel Lindsey, and Carl Sandburg. Other authors may be added as 
deemed approriate. The goal will be to develop a representative 
collection of the editions of the above writers and their criticism 
within the broader purpose of enhancing the total collection. 
Special emphasis will be placed on collecting first editions, auto- 
graphed copies, or those having unique features which would indicate 
their placement in Special Collections. 


In addition to developing the collection of books and related 
items, the purposes of the center include the use of these materials 
for scholarly research, as a basis for either individual or uni- 
versity publications, for courses on Illinois authors, as part of a 
lecture series, and various other possibilities. Its growth and 
development will increase the potential of the university in ful- 
filling its function as a regional cultural and literary center for 
the 'military tract" or the "forgotten Illinois," a logical one for 
it to assume since it is the only major research institution in the 
area. It will provide an opportunity for residents to acquaint 
themselves with the rich literary heritage of the region and permit 
faculty of this university to engage in original scholarly biblio- 
graphic and literary research. 
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The University Library has supported an Elementary and High 
School Library in the Laboratory School for many years. This 
school was officially closed at the end of the academic year 
although the Elementary part will be continued on a contractural 
arrangement with the Macomb Public Schools effective in September, 
1973. Because of both need for space in Horrabin Hall and the fact 
that it was considered surplus, the High School collection of books 
and journals was removed in June. The book collection alone 
totalled 11,010 (not counting 1,014 which were missing) volumes. 

Of this number, 1,452 have been added to the University collection, 
655 were transferred to Library Science Professional Collection 
which remains in Horrabin Hall, and the remaining 8,803 volumes 
have been placed on loan to Macomb High School. 


One significant gift was received during the year. The 
personal library of the late Dr. William P. Standard, a physician 
and surgeon in Macomb from 1944 until his death in 1972, was given 
to the library through the W.I.U. foundation. The collection 
totalled more than 9,000 volumes of books and journals as well as 
personal records and notes and contained items dating back into the 
1920's which had belonged to Dr. Standard's father, who also was a 
physician and surgeon. Many of the books were texts and manuals 
which are outdated and of little value but some of the journals 
strengthened our back issues in the medical sciences and made a fine 
addition to the collection. 


Building Planning and Physical Rearrangements 


As mentioned in last year's report, when it became clear that 
the funds for planning the new library building would be appropriated 
by the General Assembly, the Library Planning Committee was 
reactivated. It met often during 1972-73. The program for the 
building was revised, the position papers were updated, six archi- 
tectural firms were interviewed, automation and communication 
specialists were heard, several seminars were attended, and numerous 
related issues were discussed. By the end of the year, the program 
and position papers were in final form. All of this was done in the 
belief that the planning funds would be released momentarily by the 
Governor's Office. Partly due to confusion over legal procedure, 
Governor Ogilvie did not release the funds before he left office in 
January. It was hoped that Governor Walker would act promptly when 
he assumed office but such was not the case and finally, on June 5, 
1973, he cancelled the project. Thus, after seven years of planning 
on the part of a staff committee (and later a faculty wide committee), 
and approval by campus councils and administration, the Board of 
Governors, the Illinois Board of Higher Education, the State Capitol 
Development Board, the university still does not have a new library 
nor the funds to construct one. At no time, however, has any 
person or group disputed the need for one, so the Governor's action 
in denying the planning funds stands as both arbitrary and 
irresponsible. Efforts will be continued to get the new building, 
however. The capitol budget request for 1974-75 will include both 
planning and construction money. 
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As a stop gap measure to provide additional space, the 
gymnasium of Simpkins Hall was assigned to the library in June. 
It has been assumed that this area would be rehabilitated in such 
a way that it could house one of the public service departments 
and thus expand space for both readers and books. This would have 
required a new lighting and air conditioning system. But again the 
funds were denied and the area can be used only for storage. 
Volumes stored in two rooms in Sallee Hall and in one on the 
third floor of the library have now been moved to the Simpkins 
gymnasium. The room on the third floor of the library will be 
assigned to the Archives and Special Collections Department.

ANNUAL REPORT 1971-72 


This report shows the growth, use, and financial expenditures of 
the university and laboratory school libraries for the past fiscal 


year, 


I. Statistical Comparisons, 1971-72 with 1970-71 


A. 


Faculty and Staff -- There was no change in the number of 
faculty positions this year. Thus, when the two in the 
laboratory school are excluded, there were 23 positions filled 
by 25 persons. (See page 15 for the library facility directory). 
The number of Civil Service positions also remained constant 
at 30, the only change being that effective January 3, 1972 
one Library Clerk II was assigned half-time to the Map Library 
in the Geography Department. This facility is not adminis- 
tered by the cental library. The total number of different 
student employees declined to 278 from 316 but the total hours 
worked rose to 60,077 from 57,076. The percentages of change 
in each case were -12 and 5.2, respectively. 


Expenditures -- Salaries and wages increased from $475,730.26 
to $520,787.85 or 11.57 per cent. Expenditures from state and 
W.I.U. Foundation grant funds for books and periodical back 
issues totalled $335,982.00 compared to $317,569.31 for last 
year, an increase of 5.79 per cent. The cost of subscriptions 
rose to $115,006.12 from $85,339.18, an increase of 34.58 per 
cent. Payments for binding increased from $12,059.55 to 
$20,000.00 or 65.84 per cent. Commodities expenditures 
declined to $22,603.87 from $27,541.15, or 17.92 per cent. 
Expenditures for equipment, again primarily for shelving, were 
$9,280.41 compared to $23,324.18, a decrease of 60.21 per cent. 
Expenditures for all line items totalled $1,033,680.25 compared 
to $947,186.88 in 1970-71, an increase of 9.13 per cent. This 
is the first time that library operating expenditures for a 
single year exceeded one million dollars. 


Growth of the Collections -- Volumes added, after deducting 
withdrawals of 2,854, totalled 31,478 compared to 34,175, a 
decrease of 7.89 per cent. This decrease is due to several 
factors, as follows: (1) no report received of the volumes 
added to the High School Library (although some volumes were 
added), (2) an increase in withdrawals from 2,031 to 2,854, and 
(3) the purchase and processing of several extensive collections 
in microform. The latter titles, totalling 10,508 volumes, are 
not reflected in the volume count of books yet they required a 
considerable expenditure of funds and processing time. Volumes 
reclassified from the Dewey Decimal to the Library of Congress 
classification decreased from 30,857 to 7,757 and this project 
is essentially completed. See section V , page 6 where theris 
further comment about it. Over all, the processing index (i.e. 
all procedures performed) for the Catalog Department increased 
33.33 per cent over last year, 
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The collection now totals 350,896 volumes of books and 
126,274 microforms, an increase of 9.85 and 39.88 per cent 
respectively over last year. Periodicals currently received 
total 5,161, a decrease of 258 or 4.76 per cent. Due to 
budget problems some titles were cancelled, few new ones were 
started, and an unusually large number of titles ceased 
publication or merged with other journals. (See pages 10, ll, 
& 12 where statistics for other categories of printed materials 
held are shown). 


Use of the Collections -- Three categories of statistics 

showing use are collected regularly: (1) attendance, (2) circu- 
lation, and (3) patrons' questions answered (summaries appear 
on pages 13 & 14). Total attendance declined from 595,945 to 
541,031 or 9.21 per cent. Part of the decrease can be 

explained by the fact that: the Library Science Reading 

Room was removed from the central library in August, 1971, and 
no report on the use of these materials has been received since 
then. Also, no report was received for the High School Library 
from July to December, 1971. These facts aside, however, there 
was a total decrease in attendance of 47,890 for the five 
departments in the central library which collect and report 

such statistics. This decrease was uneven between departments, 
however. For Reference the decrease was 33,715, for Circulation 
847, and for Periodicals it was 21,650. Both the Reserve and 
Documents showed increases, 8,017 and 395 respectively. The 
Curriculum Laboratory, now located in Horrabin Hall, had an 
increase of 5,300. 


Total circulation declined from 840,874 to 787,311 or 6.36 
per cent. Some of the same factors mentioned above apply here 
as well. In addition and probably the most important, was the 
fact that in 1971-72 the in-building use of books in the 
Circulation Department was not counted whereas in 1970-71 it 
had been. Likewise, the growing amount and use of microforms 
probably tends to reduce the total circulation because these 
materials must be used within the building. Certain external 
factors may also effect this total. More classes are offered 
at extension centers than formerly and more students live off 
campus than did so earlier. 


The number of questions answered decreased from 46,952 to 
42,947, or 8.52 per cent. The number of books, microfilms, and 
photocopies borrowed or purchased from other libraries increased 
from 1,672 to 1,890 or 13.03 per cent. 


Growth and State of the Collection 


In addition to the approximately 34,000 books and bound volumes 


of periodicals added this year, two valuable and useful collections 
of microforms -- the LOK Fortune 500 collection of corporation 
annual reports and the Microbook Library of American Civilization -- 
were or are being processed. The latter collection contains more 
than 6,700,000 pages, over 15,000 physical volumes, and more than 
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30,000 titles when collected works and major articles in periodi- 
cals are counted. All relate to American life and literature 

from its beginning to the outbreak of World War I. Many of the 
titles in this collection are rare, others are out-of-print, and 
not all are available even in the finest libraries. As a general 
rule, this library prefers a book to a microform, but in deciding 
to purchase this collection, the convincing points were (1) the 
reduced costs, (2) savings in space, and (3) the non-availability 
of many of the titles in any other form. The library became a 
charter subscriber to the project in 1968 and by so doing gained a 
savings of over $5,000 off the publication price. Actual cost was 
$20,025 whereas to purchase in paper form, even if available, the 
cost would be nearly $450,000, according to the publisher's 
estimate. Various book catalogs as well as catalog cards were 
furnished by the publisher. All processing and card filing should 
be completed by September, 1972. 


The Bibliographer and her staff continued the work of checking 
numerous standard book lists against our holdings and ordering 
titles presently lacking to the extent funds permitted, Although 
the full details will not be given here, it is interesting to note 
that the percentage of titles held which appear in Books for 
College Libraries, a rather commonly accepted standard for under- 
graduate collections, rose from 63 to 70 during the year.

It should be pointed out that the above statement of our 
holdings does not include volumes in microforms, which now 
constitute a significant portion of our collection. if they 
were included, the deficiencies shown would be somewhat lower. 


Most library faculty selections are now being coordinated by 
the Bibliographer and more of the departmental library representa- 
tives are coming to her for assistance in spending their allotments. 
This is viewed as a very desirable trend because experience has 
shown that too many of the teaching faculty do not have the time, 
interest, or bibliographic skill to do an effective job of book 
selection. 


III. Physical Rearrangements 


On July 1, 1971 the Library Science Department was separated 
from the Library and in August ail Department personnel, offices, 
furniture, equipment, and book collection were relocated in either 
Stipes or Horrabin Halls. The Reserve Library, the Bibliography 
Department, and parts of the microform collection were moved into 
the space vacated. During the same month the Curriculum 
Laboratory was moved to two rooms in Horrabin Hall and the iegal 
reference and ERIC materials now occupy this room. 


The above changes permitted the addition of some shelving and 
relieved the congested seating arrangement somewhat. Overail, 
however, the space situation remains as a serious problem, and 
additional areas are needed for readers, staff and marcerials.

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When it was clear that the appropriation bill to provide 
planning funds for a new library would pass, the building 
committee was reactivited. The program which had been approved 
in July of 1970 was reviewed and revised somewhat and other 
matters were discussed at considerable length. It is hoped that 
an architectural firm will be selected by early fall and that 
detailed planning begun shortly thereafter. 


Various members of the Library Planning Committee visited a 
number of new libraries during the year, including those at Oral 
Roberts University, Oklahoma Christian College, Central Oklahoma 
State University, Emory University, Georgia State University at 
Atlanta, Georgia Institute of Technology, the University of 
Tennessee, and the University of Chicago. 


Archives and Special Collections 


In 1970 responsibility for the university archives was assigned 
to the library but due to the lack of personnel and space little 
was done other than to store the records of past presidents of the 
institution in the library vault. In September, 1971, however, a 
library school graduate with a specialty in archival management, 
Miss Kay Domine, was employed and a department in the library 
entitled "Archives and Special Collections" was created. This 
department is located in a small basement room formerly occupied 
by the Bibliographer. The vault and part of one room in Sallee Hall 
is used for storage. 


According to a policy arrived at in November, 1971 the Archives 
will collect, classify, store, and service the following: 


1. WIU official records. 
2. All WIU publications. 


3. WIU faculty publications. : 
a. Published books, poetry, articles, chapters in books. 
b. Copies of published works--manuscripts, photocopies, 
typed drafts. 
c. Papers presented at scholarly and professional meetings 
and conferences. 


By the same policy Special Collections will contain: 


1. Books of value due to early imprint date. 
a. Ail books printed before 1850, as of November, 1971. 
b. American books printed before 1850 or according to 
earliest printing dates in states west of the 
Appalachians. 


2, Books whose irreplaceability or uniqueness makes them rare, 
a. Limited editions (750 copies or less). 
b. First editions of significance. 
c. Autographed copies by local or famous authors. 


3. Books of aesthetic importance (fine printing, illustra- 
tion, or binding). 
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4. Materials of historic interest. 

a. Items concerning McDonough and adjacent 
counties. 

b. Select items concerning the Military Tract 
and the Northwest Territory. 

ec, Items of local historic interest. 

d. Select items of non-local historic interest. 

e. Collections donated to the library by individuals 
or groups. 


5. Books by alumni and others if they have been donated 
especially to the WIU library and have been identi- 
fied as such in the books. 


Although this new department and service has existed for only 
nine months, there has been considerable expression of interest in 
it and some use made of the contents. Adequate and appropriate 
space for the department will be provided in the new building and 
when available both the collecting and processing activities can 
be increased, particularly for items which fall within the 
category of "Special Collections." In the meantime the major 
efforts of the staff will be devoted to classifying and arrange- 
ments the institutional records now on hand. 


Completion of the Reclassification Project 


Reference was made earlier to the fact that the reclassifi- 
cation project was now essentially completed. When this project 
was started in September, 1966 it was estimated that it could be 
finished within 3 1/2 to 5 years and that since extra staff was 
provided it would have little effect on the processing of newly 
acquired materials. Neither prediction proved to be entirely 
accurate, however, for a number of reasons. The start of this 
project coincided with the assignment of larger book budgets than 
anticipated and priority was given to processing new volumes. 
Start-up procedures were greater than anticipated and little 
progress was made during the first two years. In fact, only about 
12,000 out of around 120,000 volumes affected were reclassified 
during this period. From that point an excellent progress was 
made until July, 1971 when, due to budget problems, a large 
number of student and clerical employees were released or their 
positions left vacant. Had this not happened, probably the dead- 
line of September 1, 1971 would have been met. Since then all of 
but a few dozen volumes have been reclassified and all volumes 
actually in the Circulation and Reference Departments of the 
central library are now classified by the Library of Congress 
systen, 


Other problems plagued this project which were not fully 
appreciated in advance. It turned out that this was much more 
than a reclassification project. Many volumes had to be 
recataloged as weil in oxder to have uniformity with present 
procedures. Aliso, the large number of catalog card sets that had 
to be entirely replaced was underestimated. It was known that 
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there were some cards in the catalog which had been run on a 
hectograph machine and lacked much important bibliographic data 
but the number was larger than expected. 


In retrospect, however, it is felt that the decision to 
start reclassification in 1966 was a wise one despite its cost 
and resulting problems. It would cost much more today and if 
the collection grows as anticipated, this library would reach 
the size, as has happened to so many, that the question could 
not be seriously considered, 


Use Studies 


Rather extensive and detailed use studies were conducted in 
two departments -- Periodicals, and Documents and Legal 
Reference -- during the year. Reports of these surveys were to 
be included here but not all tabulation and analysis has been 
completed at this time. They will be issued as addenda or 
included in next year's report. %

ANNUAL REPORT 1970-71 


This report shows the growth, use, and financial expenditures of 
the university and laboratory school libraries for the past fiscal 
year. Facts and figures for the Department of Library Science are 
excluded except for books added and statistics of use for the reading 
room, 


I. Statistical Comparisons, 1970-71 with 1969-70. 


A. Staff -- The 25 faculty positions (including 2 in the laboratory 
school) were filled by 27 persons compared to 23 positions and 
24 persons in 1969-70. The Civil Service staff was increased 
from 27 to 30. The total number of different student employees 
rose from 229 to 316 and the total hours worked increased from 
40,560 to 57,076. The percentages of increase for students in 
each case were 38 per cent and 41 per cent, respectively. 


B. Expenditures -- Salaries and wages increased from $448,364.00 
to $475,730.24 or 6 per cent. Expenditures from state and 
federal funds for books and periodical back issues totaled 
$317,569.31 compared to $299,321.66 for last year, an increase 
of 6.09 per cent. The cost of subscriptions rose to $85,399.18 
from $68,999.60, an increase of 23.77 per cent. Payments for 
binding increased from $12,012.55 to $12,059.55 or .001 per cent. 
Commodities expenditures rose from $12,240.85 to $27,541.15, 
an increase of 124.99 per cent. Expenditures for equipment, 
primarily for shelving, were $23,324.18 compared to $8,068.95 
in 1969-70, an increase of 189.07 per cent. Expenditures for 
all line items totaled $947,186.88 compared to $849,007.61 in 
1969-70, an increase of 11.56 per cent. 


C. Growth of Collections -- Volumes added, after deducting with- 
drawals of 2,031, totaled 34,175 compared to 33,191 last 
year, an increase of 3 per cent. Volumes reclassified from 
the Dewey Decimal to the Library of Congress classification 
rose from 25,839 to 30,857, an increase of 19 per cent. 
Over all, the processing index (i.e., all procedures performed) 


for the Catalog Department increased 49.69 per cent over 
1969-70. 


The book collection now totals 319,418, an increase of 
12 per cent over last year and a 112 per cent increase during 
the last six years. In addition to the 3,570 bound volumes 
added to the periodical holdings, 825 new periodical subscrip- 
tions were started bringing the total number received to 
9,419. This marks the achievement of a goal of several years 
and is in accord with the recommendation of the Library Committee 
report of the Illinois Board of Higher Education. 


(T)see page 8 for categories of books included in this total. 
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D. Use of the Collections -- Three categories of statistics 
showing use are collected regularly: (1) attendance, 
(2) circulation, and (3) patrons’ questions answered. 
(Summaries appear on pages 11 and 12.) Total attendance 
declined from 719,346 to 595,945 or 17 per cent. This can 
be explained partly by the fact that 44 seats were removed 
from the first floor due to expansion of the circulating 
collection. In the past this had been one of the favorite 
study areas for students. 


Circulation increased from 660,770 to 840,874 or 27 
per cent. This is a healthy rise and is greater than the 
increase in enrollment which was 2,135 or 15 per cent. The 
number of questions answered rose from 45,866 to 46,952, an 
increase of 3 per cent. 


The number of books and photocopies borrowed or purchased 
from other libraries declined from 1,912 to 1,672 or 13 
per cent. Most items were furnished by the University of 
Illinois and the Illinois State Libraries. 


State of the Collections 


In the report for 1969-70, the book collection was evaluated 
on the basis of the various standards applicable to a university 
library. Instead of repeating that practice this year, certain 
basic lists of books and periodical indexes were checked against 
our holdings. The percentage of titles held are shown below.

Physical Rearrangements 


The problem mentioned in earlier reports, i.e., inadequate 
space for books, patrons, and staff activities, persisted through- 
out the year and only temporary and inadequate solutions were 
found. The committee charged with responsibility for planning 
space assignments met frequently and explored numerous alternatives. 


Thirty-three ranges of six double-faced sections of shelving 
were installed in various parts of the building and in the storage 
rooms in Sallee Hall during the fall quarter. This shelving has 
now largely been filled and more will be needed during 1971-72. 
The circulating collection on the first floor was expanded into 
two additional modules of the Reference Department and more books 
were removed from the basement into this area. The installation 
of shelving in the various departments had considerable impact 
on seating, causing a reduction in the total for the building 
from 831 to 787. Insufficient seating has been a reality for 
several years and during peak hours of use, some patrons cannot 
be xcommodated. The removal of the Library Science Department 
from the Library in August, 1971 will, however, permit the 
restoration of some reader stations. 


The committee searched for appropriate space in other 
buildings, both for storage and for the relocation of one or more 
departments which could operate reasonably well outside the central 
library. No satisfactory rooms were located which were available 
at this time, but space may become available in either Horrabin or 
Simpkins Hall in the future. 


Other problems of a physical nature which persisted or were 
intensified during the year were the lack of suitable offices for 
staff members and an inadequate supply of electrical power in 
the Cataloging Department to operate all machines simultaneously. 
Apparently no improvement on either score can be expected in the 
near future. 


It was reported a year ago that a program for a new library 
building had been completed. Since no planning money was avail- 
able this year, no further progress with details was made and 
the general planning committee was completely inactive. The 
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five members of the Physical Rearrangements Committee did, however, 
visit three new or recently erected libraries during the week of 
April 26-29. Places visited were the University of Arkansas, 

Oral Roberts University, and the University of Missouri at 

Kansas City. 


V. Library Staff Committees 


Most internal policies of the library are developed or con- 
sidered by a committee. At one time there were nine committees, 
but this year several were joined leaving only four: (1) Personnel, 
Budget, and Appeals, (2) Policy, (3) Physical Rearrangements, and 
(4) Staff Services. The first three were very active with meetings 
occurring approximately bi-weekly. 


VI. Bibliography Department 


‘This department came into existence on September lst and is 
staffed with a librarian and a clerk. The purpose of the depart- 
ment is to both evaluate the book collection and to direct its 
growth in a systematic manner. Major attention was paid to the 
undergraduate component and some of the results of this effort 
are reported in section II, page 2. Numerous titles, particularly 
retrospective, were selected by the Bibliographer, but there were 
only limited funds available for this purpose. She also reported 
to departmental library representatives gaps in their subject 
holdings which were identified and in most cases orders were placed. 


The Bibliographer participated as a member of a general faculty 
committee which studied the formula currently used for dividing 
the book funds between academic departments. She also worked with 
the Director in developing an entirely new plan of book acquisitions. 
Recommendations prepared in both instances probably cannot be 
implemented for another year because of a reduced book budget for 
LORTSI 28 


VIL. Security Matters 


Two library attendants were employed for the year with one 
person on duty each evening and part of the weekend in anticipa- 
tion of group activism and vandalism. Fortunately, such action 
did not materialize, but the library experienced the worst year 
ever in terms of money losses. On at least seven occasions, fine 
money and copier income funds were stolen from offices, desks, 
drawers or files. The total loss exceeded $500.00. There was no 
evidence of forced entry at any time so it appears that someone has 
a key to all doors in the building. All efforts to apprehend the 
person proved futile and the problem is unresolved. The building 
will be entirely rekeyed later this year.

ANNUAL REPORT 1969-70 


This report shows the growth, use, and financial expenditures of 
the university and laboratory school libraries for the past fiscal year. 
Facts and figures for the Department of Library Science are excluded 
except for books added and statistics of use for the reading room. 


I. Statistical Comparisons, 1969-70 with 1968-69 


A. Staff -- The 23 faculty positions (including 2 in the Laboratory 

School) were filled by 24 persons compared to 21 persons and 

20% respectively in 1968-69. The Civil Service staff was 
reduced from 28 to 27 due to the loss of several part-time 
temporary positions. The total number of different student 
employees rose from 140 to 229 and the total hours worked 
increased from 29,864 to 40,560. The percentages of increase 
for students in each case were 64 per cent and 36 per cent 

‘ respectively, 


B. Expenditures -- Salaries and wages increased from $310,488.66 
to $448,364.00 or 44 per cent. Expenditures from state and 
federal funds for books and periodical back issues totaled 
$299,321.66 compared to $306,710.82 for last year, a decrease of 
2.13 per cent. The cost of subscriptions rose to $68,999.60 
from $53,224.22, an increase of 30 per cent. Payments for 
binding decreased from $19,800.00 to $12,012.55 or 39 per cent. 
Due to removal of the line item for printing from the budget and 
the assignment of such costs to either commodities or contractual 
services, any comparisons made for these categories would be 
meaningless. Expenditures for all line items totaled $849,007.61 
compared to $727,265.94 in 1968-69, an increase of 17 per cent. 
The only significant increases in expenditures were for salaries 
and wages and for current subscriptions. Most other categories 
actually decreased. 


C. Growth of Collections -- Volumes added, after deducting withdrawals 
of 2,147, totaled 33,191 compared to 33,902 last year, a decrease 
of .02 per cent. Volumes reclassified from the Dewey Decimal to 
the Library of Congress classification rose from 12,775 to 25,839, 
an increase of 102 per cent. The book collection now totals 
29552355 1) an increase of 13.7 per cent over last year and 
101.9 per cent increase during the last five years. It should not 
be assumed that the slight decrease in volumes added resulted only 
from the fact that more attention was given to the reclassification 
effort by the Cataloging Department staff. There were other reasons, 
as follows: (1) the total lack of any Library of Congress catalog 
cards on hand for about a three week period in August; (2) the very 
time consuming processing of numerous series and sets which had been

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delayed for several years due to the lack of trained staff members; 
and (3) other catalog reorganization procedures which required a 
great deal of staff time. In the latter case, some such details 
were incidental to reclassification, but others were needed in 
order to make the catalog a better finding and bibliographic tool. 
Over all, the processing index (i.e., all procedures performed) 

for the Catalog Department increased 13.32 per cent over 1960-69. 
Despite the fact that the number of volumes added to the main 

book and periodical collections declined slightly, significant 
increases were made in the Curriculum Laboratory (2,952 or 

48 per cent) and in the Documents and Legal Reference holdings 
(6,571 or 20 per cent). It should be noted that worthwhile 

titles in the forms of pamphlets and microform were acquired, par- 
ticularly in the Documents collection. Such titles do not appear in 
the volume count, but in many instances they constitute important 
publications. In addition to the 4,306 bound volumes added to the 
periodical holdings, 723 new periodical subscriptions were started. 
The total number received now is 4,594, 


D. Use of the Collections -- Three categories of statistics showing 
use are collected regularly: (1) attendance, (2) circulation, and 
(3) patrons' questions answered, (Summaries appear on pages 12 and 13.) 
All show a healthy increase for the year over the previous one; 
attendance -- 481,468 to 719,346 or 49.4 per cent; circulation -- 
500,928 to 660,770 or 31.9 per cent; and total questions -- 40,876 
to 45,806 or 12.1 per cent. 


The increase in attendance is amazing in light of the fact that 
the number of seats (831) has remained static for several years and 
the hours of opening were extended by only seven hours this year. 
The figure would have been higher if more seats had been available. 
At certain hours during the day, practically all seats were filled 
and students were turned away for the lack of such. The increases 
in all categories of use are probably explained by the increases in 
student enrollment and the number of faculty, improvement of the 
collection in qualitative terms, and the lack of a proper study 
environment in other university buildings. 


The borrowing of titles from other libraries continues to 
grow and this service now requires more than half the time of one 
staff member. A total of 1,912 books, copies, films, and tapes 
were either borrowed or purchased during the year, compared to 
1,655 last year. Most of the items were furnished by the University 
of Illinois and the Illinois State Libraries. 


State of the Collections 


In measuring the quality of library collections, standards approved 
by professional associations and state governing boards are frequently 
applied. It is admitted that such standards lack validity both because 
of the variations among them and the questionable factors and assumptions 
upon which they are based, but for the lack of more accurate, measure- 
able criteria, they occasionally must be used. At present, there are 
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at least three sets of standards which are applicable to university 
library book collections, as Jo hie (1) Clapp-Jordan, (1 ALA 


Standards for College Libraries, ( and (3) the standards eye Se by 
the state of Washington for its colleges and universities. ‘ 


Each of the standard has been applied to this collection as of 
June 30, 1969, and the figures are shown below. In this instance the 
total used for this book collection is 265,235 volumes based on all 
cataloged holdings plus bound volumes of periodicals in the university 
and laboratory school libraries.

III. Physical Rearrangements 


Space in the library building for books, readers, and staff has 
been inadequate for several years. The increased student enrollment, 
larger faculty and staff, and additions to collections only intensified 
the situation this year. The circulating collection, previously 
shelved entirely in the basement, overflowed onto the first floor into 
the room previously occupied by the reserve collection plus one module 
of the reference room. The reserve collection was moved to a third 
floor classroom and the classes formerly held here were moved to the 
fifth floor into the general conference room. Additional periodical 
volumes were placed in a storage area within the building. The above 
changes were accomplished without a reduction in the number of seats 
which remains at 831. 


Two classrooms in Sallee Hall were assigned to the library for 
storage and probably both will be largely filled during the coming year. 
Once a day delivery of volumes from the storage area was all that could 
be provided, but this was not satisfactory and was the cause of numerous 
complaints. Since there is a somewhat larger budget for student assis- 
tants for the coming year, twice a day service will be offered. 


Perhaps the happiest development regarding the library space 
problem was the start made on planning a new library building. With 
both a general faculty and a library staff committee at work, a program 
for a new and much larger building was written and an estimate of cost 
prepared. Undoubtedly the building will have to be erected in two 
phases. The request for the new building is now before the Board of 
Governors. If approved there and at higher levels, it is hoped that 
funds will be available so that detailed planning may start in 1971-72, 
construction may commence in 1972-73, and occupancy may take place in 
late 1974 or early 1975. Only a new and much enlarged and better located 
building will make satisfactory library service possible on this campus. 
At present, it is even more critical than the annual operating budget 
which is also in need of considerable expansion if the collections are 
to be improved to meet current and future needs,

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Hours of Service 


The library was open 934 hours per week, an extension of seven 
hours over the year before. The added hours were in the evening; 
on Sunday through Tuesday closing was changed from 10:00 p.m. to 
midnight. These additional hours were granted in response to requests 
by students who insisted that the library is the only place on campus 
quiet enough to study during evening hours. Attendance during the 
10:00 hour was reasonably good -- 104 on the average ~- but for the 
11:00 hour it was only 41 which is quite unsatisfactory and causes doubt 
if service during this hour is worthwhile. Perhaps another year's trial 
with the late evening hours is indicated before any changes are made. 


Library Staff Committees 


There are nine staff committees as follows: (1) Book Selection; 
(2) Personnel, Budget, and Appeals; (3) Physical Rearrangements; 
(4) Documets; (5) Automation; (6) Catalog Policy; (7) Special Collections; 
(8) Curriculum Laboratory Policy; and (9) Staff Services. Of the nine, 
the first three were the most active. Scarcely a week elapsed that 
each of the three did not meet, and the agendas were long most of the 
time. Since committee work has become so expensive in terms of staff 
time, particularly for the Director and the Department Heads, an effort 
will be made this year to consolidate several of the committees into 
one, limit the agenda to only the most important items, and lessen the 
frequency of meetings. 


Automation 


For the past three years the library's Acquisitions Department has 
used a partially automated book order and budget keeping system. This 
System provides computer printed book orders, Library of Congress card 
orders, an on-order and in-process print-out twice weekly, a monthly 
accession list, and current balances for all funds within the book 
budget. There have been several refinements of the system from time to 
time. This year the Systems Analyst devised programs for a computer- 
printed current periodical subscription list. This will be useful as 
a control list for the library staff and will provide a convenient 
check list for the teaching departments. Other developments in automa- 
tion are being studied and it is hoped that other procedures may be 
Started during the coming year. 


Inventory, Losses, and Mutilation 


Staff time was not available to take inventory of the circulating 
collection this year. Inventory was taken in two of the smaller 
collections -- the Library Science Reading Room and Curriculum Laboratory. 
In the first, 32 volumes out of 2,755 were missing and in the second, 

131 of 9,119 volumes. The total loss was not high in view of the in- 
creased rate of use and the very imperfect control which exists. 


It seems that mutilation of periodicals continues at a rather 
high rate even though the total extent of it is not known. A turnstile
